_A REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 


Sir William MacCormac, ina letter from the

THE ‘UNEARNED INCREMENT’

A novel'land law, which reminds one strange:

from the Amsterdam “andelsblad — : 

The Germansare not doing things hastily in 
Kiao-Chou, butneither are they doing things 
by halves, as their excellent regulation of the 
land Jaws shows, Originally the land, as 
everywhere in China, belonged to the crown, 
everyone living on it being a tenant. ‘Two 
dangers had heen avaided: (1) The’ danger ’ 
that the Chinese tenants, who are keen 
business men, might take: advantage of the’ 
German’ ocecumtion to vive a fictions value, to 
the Jand, Thisactually happened. In some: 
villages ten times as much is asked for the land 
as before the Germans came, (2), The danger 
that foreign speculators should obtain the land 
and hold it-to the disndvantage of immigrants. 
The first act of he Germans. was thercforc to 
dorbid the sale of land until further orders. The, 
inhabitants then were offered the ‘equivalent. of 
two years! taxesin-cash, as a kind of premium, 
for which they bound themselves
